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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The Examiner has carefully considered the independent claims 1, 7, 9 - 14, 15, 
20, 21, 24 - 26, as amended in the response and supplemental response filed 14 June 
2004 and 13 August 2004, respectively. The prior art now made of record does not 
teach nor suggest the particular "schedule" implementation that is now recited. 

Specifically, the claimed invention works with "virtual" time and place 
specifications or a specification that might reference an interval or range of time and 
place. The best prior art of record Tognazzini (US #5,790,974), while working with a 
GPS receiver and timer so as to supply spatial and time information to a notifying 
schedule device, does not go so far as to allow for arbitrary specification outside of 
actual conditions. 

The reference cited as secondary to Tognazzini, Moon et al. (US #6,064,975) 
does permit the user to enter alternatives for place, so as to observe, for example, 
holidays in another locale, but this is not the same as setting to a virtual secondary time 
and place for the purpose of executing a schedule, nor is an interval or range supplied 
in setting the constraints upon Moon et al.'s calendar display.
